To the Inhabitants of the Town of Windham in the 
County of Rockingham in said State, qualified to vote 
in Town Affairs:

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in 
said Windham on Tuesday, the ninth day of March, 
next, at 10 of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the 
following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the ensuing year and 
make appropriations of the same. 


3. To hear the reports of Auditors, Agents, and 
other committees heretofore chosen, and pass any 
vote relating thereto. ve 


4. To see if the Town will vote to allow a discount 
for the early payment of taxes, or take any action re- 
lating thereto. 

5. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen and Treasurer to hire money in anticipation 
of taxes. 


6. To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen 
to administer or dispose of any real estate acquired by 
the Tax Collector’s Deed. 

7. To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the observance of Memorial 
Day, and appoint a committee for same. 

8. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary for repairs of highways and bridges for the year 
ensuing, and make appropriations for same. 
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9. To see if the Town will vote to apply for Town 
Road Aid for class 5 roads. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to apply for State 
Aid Roads. 


11. To see how much money the town will raise and 
appropriate for land damage, provided Article 10 is 
voted favorably. 


12. By request: To see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate a sum of money for a hardwood 
floor in the upper Town Hall. 


13. To see how much money the Town will raise 
and appropriate for sanding class 5 roads. 


14. To see how much money the Town will raise 
and appropriate for tar for Town roads. 


15. To see how much money the Town will raise 
and appropriate for relief of needy persons, and Old 
Age Assistance. 


16. By request: To see if the Town will raise the 
pay of the men working on Highway work from 40 to 
50 cents an hour, and the foreman, from 50 to 60 cents 
an hour. 


17. To see if the Town will vote to raise the pay of 
trucks and equipment used on highways for the year 
ensuing. 


18. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
a sum of money, to be matched by a like amount from 
the State, for Fire Fighting equipment. 


19. To see how much money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the Police Department. 


20. To see how much money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the Fire Department.

21. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money for repair of the Library. 


22. To see what action the Town will take on the 
disposition of the 200th Anniversary fund balance. 


23. To see what amount the Town will raise and

Gentlemen: 


Submitted herewith is the report of an audit and ex- 
amination of the accounts of the Town of Windham 
which has been made by the Division of Municipal Ac- 
counting of the State Tax Commission. Schedules as 
listed hereafter are included as part of this report. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The audit included the accounts of the treasurer and 
selectmen for the fiscal year ended January 31, 1942 
and the current year to April 30th; the accounts of the 
tax collector for tax levies of the years 1935 to 1941 
inclusive; the town clerks motor vehicle permit and 
dog license accounts for 1940, 1941) and the current 
year to May 11; and the trust fund accounts for the 
year ended January 31, 1942. 
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SELECTMEN AND TREASURER 


The treasurer’s cancelled checks for the period un- 
der review were compared with the selectmen’s orders 
and_entries in the treasurer’s cash book and found to 
be in agreement. Receipts were checked by their 
source insofar as it was possible to do so. Totals of 
receipts and payments were verified and the cash book 
balances as of January 31, 1942 and _ April 30, 1942 
agreed with the reconciled bank balances of like dates. 


The selectmen’s vouchers for the current year were 
examined as were all supporting invoices and payrolls 
available. Several of the road agent’s payrolls for the 
current year, however, were not presented for audit. - 
Classifications of expenditures were carefully noted. 
The vouchers for the year ended January 31, 1941, to- 
gether with invoices and payrolls, were requested sev- 
eral times by the auditors for examination but were not 
produced, therefore a complete audit of these accounts 
for the period could not be made. 

As a result of the examination of the above mention- 
ed accounts, the following recommendations are made 
which should be put into effect immediately: 

1. The issuance of separate checks by the treasur- 
er upon receipt of the selectmen’s orders should be 
discontinued. The selectmen’s orders should be used 
as checks after being countersigned by the treasurer. 
This may be done by having the name of the bank, in 
which the town’s funds are deposited, stamped on the 
orders now in use. The treasurer should enter the pay- 
ment in his cash book when he countersigns the order. 

2. It was noted during the course of the audit that 
it was customary for the two selectmen, other than the 
chairman, to sign a number of orders in advance of 
their being used in order that the chairman might com- 
plete them when payments were made. Upon inquiry 
as to the reason for this practice the auditors were in- 
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formed that some of the duties of the board of select- 
-men as a whole were delegated to the member who was 
acting as chairman. Among these duties were the ap- 
‘proval of payrolls and invoices and the payment of ac- 
counts owed by the town. 

In assuming the office of selectman each member ac- 
cepts all the duties of the office for the full term for 
which he is elected. It is therefore recommended that 
all bills and payrolls be examined and approved by a 
majority of the board before payment is made. To 
facilitate this procedure it might be advisable to hold 
meetings of the board at regular intervals. Orders 
should never be signed in blank by any of the select- 
men. 


o. It is recommended that the selectmen’s record 
book of receipts and payments be kept up to date in 
‘order that expenditures may be compared) with appro- 
priations at all times. It is also recommended that the 
town records such as previous years’ vouchers, orders, 
cancelled checks, deeds, etc., be filed systematically, 
and kept in the town vault where they may be referred 
‘to if necessary. 


4. The road agents should return vendor’s receipted 
bills to the selectmen to properly account for money 
received by them for the payment of such bills. 


TAX COLLECTOR 


The tax warrant and tax sale accounts for the levies 
of 19385 through 1941 were audited and balanced and a 
‘summary thereof together with supporting statements 
are presented in Schedules F, G and H. 

Because of both the inadequacy and inaccuracy of 
the tax sale records it was necessary to give more time 
to this part of the audit than is customarily necessary. 
It is our belief, however, that the statements included, 
in this report reflect with reasonable accuracy the con- 
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dition of these accounts at the present time and that if: 
recommendations as made herewith are followed the- 
difficulties which have been encountered in the past 
will be avoided in the future. These recommendations. 
are as follows: . 


1. Immediately after the tax sale is held the select- 
men should draw two orders payable to the tax col- 
_ lector in payment for the taxes bought by the town. 
The first order should include the total amount of.taxes. 
bought by the town together with interest at ten per- 
cent on each item from December 1st to date of sale. 
The collector should enter the interest so paid against 
each acount in the warrant book and also note that the 
tax had been bought by the town at the tax' sale. This 
order should be used as a credit against the tax war- 
rant. The second order should include the total amount. 
of costs and fees on taxes bought by the town and 
should be retained by the collector to cover costs and 
fees incident to the sale as provided by the tax laws. 


2. In setting up the tax sale record the collector 
should include only the taxes sold at the tax.sale. Taxes 
paid on or before the day of sale which are not actually 
sold should not be listed. The names, descriptions and 
amounts on the notice of sale which is recorded should 
agree exactly with all the taxes as sold. 


3. Schedule H-2 presents a list of properties which 
the collector stated had been deeded to the town and 
- for which credit was given in balancing his accounts. 
In searching the register of deeds records it was found 
that some of the deeds covering these properties were 
recorded. Several unrecorded deeds were in the hands 
of the selectmen. There remain, however, a number of 
pieces of property which are considered as being owned 
by the town for which no deeds were produced. If these 
properties have been deeded a search should be made 
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for the unrecorded deeds, if not, deeds should be pass-- 
ed by the collector. All deeds not on record should be: 
recorded and those given in the future should be rec- 
orded immediately upon receipt by the selectmen. 
Schedule H-2 designates properties for which deeds 
have been recorded, those which have been deeded and 
not recorded and also those where there is doubt as to 
whether a deed has actually been given. 


Section 33 of Chapter 66 of the Public Laws provides 
that the collector, ‘After two years from the sale, 
shall execute to the purchaser — a deed of the land so 
sold and not redeemed”. It is reeommended that this 
be done in every case. This will eliminate carrying 
more than three years unredeemed taxes at any time. 


4. Schedule H-4 presents a list of properties sold at 
the tax sales which have been redeemed, deeded or 
abated and which the registry records do not show as 
having been discharged. After it is ascertained that 
the properties shown thereon as deeded have actually 
been deeded, as referred to in the preceding paragraph, 
discharge notices should be sent to the Register of 
Deeds. 


In balancing the tax sale accounts the collector was 
charged with all discharge fees collected and credit 
was given for actual discharges as per the registry rec- . 
ord. All fees collected and not paid to the register of 
deeds therefor have been remitted to the treasurer and 
the cost of discharging the lien from the properties 
listed in Schedule H-4 should be borne by the town. 


Pursuant to the provisions of Section 28' of Chapter 
66 of the Public Laws it is incumbent upon the collect- 
_ or to notify the register of deeds of redemptions with- 
in two days thereof. This law should be eompyes with: 
in the future. 
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5. Included in the list of unredeemed taxes (Sched- 
‘ule H-1) are a number of items which for various reas- 
ons should be abated. It is recommended that the 
selectmen issue a signed abatement order to the col- 
lector covering each specific case. The collector should 
‘not consider any tax abated unless he is so notified in 
writing by a majority of the board of selectmen. The 
amount of the abatement should be designated. 

6. It is recommended that the selectmen secure one 
of the new tax collector’s cash books and also forms 
for the remittance of redemptions to the treasurer for 
the collector’s use. Failure to keep a cash book record 
has caused much of the confusion in the collector’s 
accounts. 


TOWN CLERK 


The motor vehicle permit and dog license accounts 
for the fiscal years of 1940, 1941 and the current year 
to May 11th were audited and all monies received by 
the town clerk were found to have been properly ac- 
counted for. During the fiscal year ended January 31, 
1941, the clerk made an excess remittance to the treas- 
urer of $2.42 for which he should receive credit. All 
funds received by the town clerk should be remitted 
directly to the treasurer. 


The selectmen have been lax in the enforcement of 
the payment of dog licenses and it is recommended that 
the provisions of the law be complied with in respect to 

‘this matter. | 


TRUSTEES OF TRUST FUNDS 


The records of the trustees of trust funds for the 
fiscal year ended January 31, 1942: were examined and 
found to be in order. Income as reported agreed with 
that shown in the corresponding pass books. With- 
drawals of income were as reported and were checked. 
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The balances of the various funds agreed with the bal-- 
ances as shown in the deposit books as of January 31,. 
1942. Payments by the trustees were supported by re- 
ceipts from the proper} recipients. 


TOWN OFFICERS’ BONDS 


All town officers were bonded in a sufficient amount 
as required by law. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 


Included in the report are| several statistical tables 
which show the trend of the town’s finances over a ten 
year period. An examination of Schedule A indicates 
that there was a net debt of $8,844.79 as of January 31, 
1933 and as of January 31, 1942 the balance sheet 
showed a surplus of $84.08. During this period the to- 
tal valuation has increased about 10% while taxes 
assessed have risen from $22,120.00 to $27,606.00 or 
approximately 25%. This has resulted in an increase 
in the tax rate from $1.97 in 1932 to $2.40 in 1941. 
This compares favorably, however, with the average 
state rate which has been considerably higher than the 
local rate in each of the ten years. As a whole the 
financial condition of the town has improved material- 
ly during this period and taxes assessed do not appear 
to be excessive. 


Schedules C and Dj present a comparison of estimat- 
ed revenues and budgetary appropriations for the 1941 
fiscal year with the actual revenues and expenditures 
for the period. From these statements a budget sur- 
plus of $2,150.24 is indicated, which is reflected in a 
decrease in the net debt during the year of $2,818.10.

ORGANIZATION AND ADMINISTRATION 
During the summer the usual cleaning and minor re- 
‘pairs were continued on the school property. The 
‘policy of maintaining the property in first class physi- 
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cal condition is an excellent one and will prove to be 
the most economical over a period of years. 


The problems which face the school board in the 
proper functioning of schools are in the main personnel 
problems due to war, conditions. 

The teaching staff is an example of this problem. 
Miss Muriel Nash requested har release in August prior 
to the opening of school. Miss Mary Chesworth of 
Lawrence who had been teaching, in Merrimack, was 
hired to fill the vacancy. In December Miss Eleanor 
Whitney resigned to take a defense position. Mrs. Maria 
Webber a teacher of several years experience was se- 
cured in her place. 

In addition to personnel problems in the teaching 
staff, man power problems are affecting other phases 
of the school situation. Winter road maintainance ag- 
gravates the problem of transportation as it does all. 
phases of our economic life. Depleted highway crews 
make it exceedingly difficul for the state and town 
highway departments to keep the roads in normal win- 
ter condition. This fact plus the unusual severity of 
this past winter has made the school transportation a 
difficult problem. 

The fuel oil situation has complicated school prob- 
lems too. The diminished available supply has created 
a situation at the Center School where severe economy 
has been a necessary step. The school board and sup- 
erintendent have acted in line with their best judge- 
ment in the light of available facts to protect the health 
of the pupils. 

These problems are some of the many and varied 
ones occasioned by our war time economy. It is not 
with any idea of complaint that they are mentioned, 
but simply to call attention to the fact that the schools 
too are seriously affected by war. 
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The texts available to Windham pupils are in accord 
with the regular policy being improved and added to 
regularly. Social science and reading materials were 
added this year. The addition to supplementary read- 
ing materials in all grades will make it possible to serve 
tne individual needs of all pupils more effectively. The 
next major change of basic instructional material 
should probably be in the field of arithmetic where the 
texts now in use are rather old editions. 

A consideration of the proposed budget for 1942-43 
reveals an increase in estimated expenditures but a de- 
crease in tax levy. Despite increased operating costs 
for fuel, salaries, books and maintainance, decreased 
high school tuition charges enabled the school board to 
have an estimated cash balance of $500 on July 1, 1943. 
This increases the estimated income for 1943-44 suffi- 
ciently to enable the schools to carry on the regular 
program with a decreased tax levy. 

The report of the school department will seem 
strange without the familiar figure of Mrs. Blanche G. 
North. Since 1929 she has served the schools of Wind- 
ham faithfully and conscientiously. Her prudent coun- 
sel, her unflinching devotion to the welfare and best 
interests of pupils, and her willingness to serve in any 
and all ways for the betterment of the schools, made 
her a valued member of the school community. She 
will be missed but the schools have been bettered 
through her 14 years of service. 

In conclusion I should like to express my apprecia- 
tion for the cooperation extended to me in my work by 
school board, teachers, pupils and citizens. With the 
cooperative efforts of all the educational opportunities 
offered the pupils of Windham schools will be main- 
tained at a high level.
